County fire district units were dispatched to a reported hazardous materials incident. The 
responders were notified that a vehicle was parked on the side of the road and was emitting a 
strong chemical smell. The vehicle was locked and the windows were tinted, and the 
responders could not determine what was inside. A safe zone was established and firefighters 
put on full protective gear. A window was then removed from the vehicle and the vehicle was 
unlocked. The responders discovered a compressed gas tank, a small cooler, and three 
containers filled with a clear liquid. The odors dissipated and the sheriff's department was on 
the scene to handle the items that were discovered in the vehicle. It was believed the materials 
were used for the processing of methamphetamine.
